HAY-MARKET THEATRE. 

Macbeth, Suzanne. and Family Jars, were played here last night. 
The new Drama of Marie Ducange, which was announced for this 
evening, is postponed until Saturday next. 

New Srranp Tueatre.—Mr. E. Sterling’s admirable new Burletta, 
The Rubber of Life, has turned up a rare twmp for the manager of this 
house, who has played his cards well. We have been happy to observe 
crowded audiences of late, and this encouragement of Mr. H.Hall’s un- 
tiring efforts to please must be very gratifying to his feelings both as actor 
and manager. The laughable Farce of The Irish Nigger is still per- 
forming, and Mercury's Mission is as attractive as ever. Next Monday, 
the bills tell us, a Drama, written by W. L. Rede, is to be produced for 
the first time. It bears the striking title of The Devil and Dr. Faustus, 
and here we recognize a piece which was some time since announced for 
representation at the Haymarket, with O.Smith as hero, but the devil 
taking it into his head to reject the part, the Drama was eventually with- 
drawn from the above establishment. 

Tour de Nesie—Alexander Dumas fought Gaillardet on account of 
the Drama called the Zour de Nesle. It appeared that the latter was 
the original author of the Drama, admirably constructed, but unfortu- 
nately of a disgusting character, every vice that can disfigure humanity 
having been brought into action. The manager of the Theatre (La Porte 
Saint Martin,) conceived that the dialogue required correction, or that the 
incidents of the piece might be more powerfully developed ; and he there- 
fore with the consent of the author, placed the manuscript in the hands 
of Dumas. The latter claimed no authorship until the piece was brought 
out with great success and became the rage of the Parisians; when, to 
the amazement of Gaillardet, Dumas published the Play as his sole pro- 
duction. The business was first brought before the tribunals; but the 
honor of the parties not being satisfied, a meeting took place, when pis- 
tols shots were exchanged at 15 paces. The infuriated dramatists were 
resolved to fire until one of them fell; but the seconds, very wisely pre- 
vented further proceedings. This exasperation, arising from galled vanity 
is easily accounted for, when we find that two other dramatic writers, 
whose productions had been received with doubtful success, and severely 
criticised in the paper, shut themselves up with a pan of charcoal and 
were suffocated in poctical despair—Dr.Millingen’s History of Duelling. 

Scaramuccia,—Tiberio Fiorelli, or Scaramuccia, that hero of Farce, 
whom Moliére disdained not to imitate, contrived to avoid so dismal a 
fate as occurred to the latter. His gluttony saved him from melancholy 
and despair, he died eating, and interrupted his cheer only to pray. On 
the day of hisdeath he asked for an Italian soup, consisting of a large dish 
of vermicelli, with Parmesan cheese. His physician having observed that 
it would injure his health, and that if he would be more moderate he 
might live eight days more, ‘ Are you quite sure of that?’ asked Scara- 
muccia. ‘ Yes, Sir,’ replied the Doctor. ‘ Well Sir,’ returned his pa- 
tient, ‘ eight days more or less are a trifle to a man who has lived so long, 
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and not worth my depriving myself of a dish of vermicelli; let my soup 
be a copious one, and my confessor sent for.’ After a conference with 
him to whom he had entrusted the care of his soul, be devoured his ver- 
micelli soup,and drank more than usually. In the evening he took another 
dose of vermicelli, and displayed as much appetite as ever. At about two 
in the morning, finding that he could get no sleep, he sent for three ta- 
pestry makers, living under the same roof, and played at cards some 
time with them, after which, he desired them to go on with their amuse- 
ment, but not to disturb him in his prayers. Vor a quarter of an hour he 
uttered aloud several prayers which he knew by heart, and having come to 
the words of the Paternoster, Sicut in calo et in terra, he uttered a sigh, 
which was his last. Scaramuccia had the rare good fortune to be con- 
sistent to his last day.
